$100,00 on Snobbery Charges 

Mrs. Blanche Bonaparte, wife of 
Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte, King of 
Westphalia, who was the Emperor's 
brother, has taken steps to stop what 
she declared had gone. against her in 
the columns of Town Toy ics, which be- 
gan after her marriage to Mr. Bona- 
parte on April 8, 1914. Mrs. Bona- 
parte, who was the daughter of Ed- 
ward H, and Emily Hill Pierce, and 
who had divorced Harold Strebigh in 
Brooklyn, a few days before her mar- 
riage, aued Town Topics in the Sup- 
reme Court for $100,000 damages. She 
charges the paper with accusatione of 
snobbery. 


Prosecute Liquor Smugglers 

W. P. Aubin was charged in the 
provincial police court recently on fif- 
teen different counts with keeping 
liquor for sale.

No Relief Plans for 
Unemployed in Alberta 


The Alberta government will 
not embark on any echeme of un- 
employment relief at present. This 
was decided at a recent cabinet 
meeting. 

Hon. A, J. McLean has gone 
to Calgary to look into the situa- 
tion there and to arrange for an 
early beginning on the excavation 
work for the new _ institute of 
technology, which is to be taken 
up in conjunction with the civic 
authorities, 

In the case of Peace River, a 
request came in a short time ago 
from the War Veterans for some 
road work on the road south of 
the town, and instructions have 
been given that this work be done 
at once, It will consist largely of 
brushing, and employment will be 
furnished for a number of men for 
the next few weeks. 


Municipalities First Move 


The attitude of the government 
is that the first move in all future 
cases must be made by the muni- 
Palities, through whom requests 
will come, if necessary, to the 
government here. It is not a mat- 
ter for government action in the 
first instance, as the cabinet re- 
gards it, and the policy of the 
Dominion authorities in holding 
the municipalities primarily  re- 
sponsible will be followed out in 
this province also. 

So far as all reports thus far 
to hand indicate, there is no seri- 
ous unemployment ssituation in 
Alberta, and the fact that only 
two requests for assistance have 
yet been made is taken as proof 
of the generally favorable condi- 
tions. 


Opposes Policy 


Premier Stewart declares him- 
self opposed to the policy of giv- 
ing out relief until, at any rate, 
the unemployment becomes 
much more in evidence than at 
present. It is his opinion, rather, 
that an effort should be made to 
provide work, and so far.as pos- 
sible the government will endea- 
vor to put on some public work 


projects as a means of meeting! 


emergency situations that may de- 
velop during the winter. As yet, 
however, the Calgary and Peace 
River relief works are the only 
definite employment schemes that 
it has in mind. 


KITCHEN HINTS 


Many people don't know’ that 
a pair of sharp scissors, not too 
large, are invaluable in the kitch- 
en for cutting up celery for soups, 
or lettuce for salads, or meat for 
stews, etc, But such scissors must 
be kept spotlessly clean and re- 
served for cooking purposes only. 

Paint on windows can be_re- 
moved by rubbing with a cloth 
dipped in very hot vinegar. 

If you wish to lard dry meat, 
such as venison or guinea fowl, be 
sure to buy “‘larding’’ bacon; this 
has been cured without saltpetre, 
which would spoil the meat lard- 
ed. 


COCOANUT CREAM CANDY 


One and one-half cups sugar, 
one-half cup milk, two teaspoons 
butter, one-third cup shredded 
cocoanut, one-half teaspoon van- 
illa, Put butter into granite sauce- 
pan; when melted add the sugar 
and milk and stir until sugar is 
dissolved. Heat to the boiling 
point and boil twelve minutes. Re- 
move from the fire, add cocoanut 
and vanilla and beat until creamy 
and mixture begins to sugar 
slightly around the edge of the 
saucepan. Pour at once into a 
buttered pan, cool slightly, and 
mark in squares, One-half cup 
nut meat, broken in pieces, may 
be used in place of cocoanut.

SOME PERSONAL EXPERIENCES OF PIONEERING 
IN WESTERN CANADA DURING A 
‘ . PERIOD OF THIRTY YEARS 


It was the habit of the settlers 
in the early days to bring their 
wheat in to the Regina mill and 
have sufficient of it ground into 
flour to provide the season's sup- 
ply. I think it was during the 
winter of 1891 that the Regina 
grist mill was burned down and 
there was no mill nearer than 
Fort Qu’Appelle. We accordingly 
made arrangements for a winter's 
trip down the valley to the Fort. 
There were three ox teams and a 
caravan started on the sixty-mile 
journey. William Jamieson, of 
Lumsden, who is still a  well- 
known resident of the district, 
drove the leading yoke. My 
brother-in-law, James Ingram, 
teamed the next sleigh and I 
brought up the rear with a pair 
of my plough oxen. We travelled 
down the valley past Lumsden 
and Craven and the first night we 
stopped at a cattle camp which 
the Lambert Brothers kept on the 
edge of Piapot’s reserve. This 
cattle camp was in charge of a 
red-headed individual who came 
from the wilds of Ontario, and 
who could neither read nor write. 
He seemed to be impervious to 
the cold and there were no at- 
tempts made to keep the shack 
comfortable. It was a bitter night 
about forty degrees below zero, 
and as we lay in our blankets we 
could see the stars winking down 
at us through holes in the roof. 
During the last leg of our journey 
we ran into a_ blizzard whilst 
making the traverse of the Upper 
Lakes. The wind swept the snow 
from the ice and the going was 
very difficult for the oxen. Dark- 
ness came down and as the oxen 
were sliding and skating about on 
the ice we found progress almost 
impossible. It seemed as if we 
were going to be forced to spend 
the night on the surface of the 
lake when we heard a dog bark 
and a little while afterwards dis- 
cerned a light. 


We steered carefully in the 
direction and presently made a 
landfall at what appeared to be 
an Indian village. It turned out 
to be the Sioux reservation at 
Jumping Creek. The@indians re- 
ceived. us hospitably and we were 
assigned quarters in the little 
schoolhouse for the night while 
our oxen were tied up on the lee- 
side of a haystack. A good fire 
was lit in the stove and our pro- 
visions dug out and Mr. Jamieson 
proceeded to make supper. I was 
only a youngster‘at the time and 
was very tired, and whilst Mr. 
Jamieson was busying himself 
about the cooking I sat down on 
the bench in front of the fire and 
dozed off to sleep. At last our 
meal was ready and Mr. Jamie- 
son summoned us to eat. He was 
very much exercised, however, as 
he could not find the butter. He 
searched everywhere for it with- 
out avail and we made shift to eat 
our meat without butter. At last 
we finished and made prepara- 
tions to turn in. As I rose from 
my seat and walked towards the 
blankets Mr. Jamieson cried: 


“Ah, there's the butter!" 

In my fatigue I had apparently 
sat down on it and owing to the 
heat of the fire it had attached it- 
self firmly to m@? to the great 
disgust of my companions, We 
reached Fort Qu’Appelle the next 
morning and got our grist at the 
mill of Joyner & Elkington. It 
also was burned down some years 
later and | saw the ruins of it last 
year by the bank of. the Qu’Ap- 
pelle river.

The trail was narrow and 
at that point the jumper could not 
pass our sleigh. | motioned to 
the girl that she might as well ride 
in my load and she threw the lines 
to her ancient companion and 
promptly took advantage of the 
invitation, She had been at the 
Industrial School and could talk 
English, and | entered into con- 
versation with her. Presently we 
came to a break in the trail where 
there was a track that Jed off in 
the direction of some Indian 
houses, and the old woman whip- 
ped up the pony and drove off, 
apparently abandoning my pas- 
senger. Willie Jamieson looked 
back and I| heard him call out to 
Mr. Ingram, who now occupied 
the position of leader of the pro- 
cession: 

“Look at the black baste he's 
got with him now; I suppose he'll 
be taking her home with him.” 
The girl indicated her intention of 
going to Piapot's reserve, and 
said that she would take advan- 
tage of the drive. She had, how- 
ever, some luggage at a neighbor- 
ing house and said she would go 
for it. Accordingly as we came 
up to this place which bordered 
the trail, she leapt off the sleigh 
and disappeared. 

“Ah,” Mr. Jamieson called out, 
“well she’s gone anyway and 
good riddance,”* 

Presently she reapperad carry- 
ing a sack which she dumped into 
the sleigh and proceeded to again 
climb up to the load. This was 
too much for Mr. Jamieson. -He 
stopped his team abruptly and 
the iron-shod tongue of my sleigh 
speared one of his perfectly good 
sacks of flour and scattered its 
contents all over the place. He 
was' rather an awesome looking 
man in those days, being of large 
stature and wearing a beard that 
swept his bosom. He presented 
rather a daunting appearance as 
he strode through the snow to- 
wards us, cracking his black snake 
whip and shouting: 

"Get ye gone ye graceless bag- 
gage; what da ye think his- 
mother'll say if I let him bring ye 
home with him. Mek tracks or 
I'll lay my whip about ye're hinder 
end,” ‘ S 

The.girl gave one startled look, 
picked up her sack and _ disap- 
peared like a rabbit in the bushes 
that bordered the trail. 

On our homeward march we 
evaded the Lambert cattle camp 
as a.stopping place and pushed 
on to the more comfortable quart- 
ers at the ranch of H. C, Lawson 
at Fairy Hill. Mr. Lawson was 
in England but the place was in 
charge of an American cowboy 
named Jack Potter. It was long 
after dark before we reached Mr. 
Lawson's place and _ everyone 
was apparently in bed. It was a 
cold, still night and every sound 
was magnified. Mr. Jamieson 
walked up alongside of the house 
and about the place where he 
thought Potter was sleeping’ he 
beat against the lumber with his 
black snake whip. The blows 
made a noise like rifle shots and 
presently we could hear the nasal 
tones of Potter call out: 

“Who is there?”

A DAZZLING CAREER 


Bpy Became Sirdar and In aureus | 
Yeare Avengeu Gordon—His Chanoe 
me Through indiscipline 


In the early days in Egypt Kitchener | 
was daring almost to rasiness, living 
among the sons of the desert for! 
months at a time, in order to acquire 
a knowledge of the Mahdi's move- | 
mente and conspiracies. And so clever | 
was he in disguising himself that even 
‘is own comrades did not know him, 
indeed, one day a soldier flung a brick- 
bat at Kitchener, whom he mistook 
for “a bloomin’ nigger,” inflicting 
rather a nasty scalp wound. His 
cleverness in disguising himeelf, 
coupled with a knowledge of Arabio, 
which he had picked up in his wander 
{ngs in Syria, made him invaluable 
to the authorities. He was chief of 
the Secret Service, living for two years 
with the Arabs as one of themselves, 
and the following incident, the truth | 
of which is vouched for by one of Lord 
Kitchener's relatives, strikingly {llue- ;

Wept Over Gordon 

Long years after Gordon perished 
at Khartoum, Sirdar Kitchener re-took 
the eity in triumph after Omdurmaa 
and gave the martyr Christian burial. 
The scene id sketched by Steevens as 
follows: “The troops formed up before 
the palace on three sides of a reo- 
tangle. The Sirdar, the Generals of 
@ivision and brigade, and the staff 
stood in the open space ‘acing the 
palcce. The Sirdar raised his hand. 
A pull on the hallfards; up ran, out 
flew the Union Jack. “Three cheers 
for the Queen!” cried the Si-dar; hel- 
mets leaped ‘n the air, and ae melan- 
ch ly ruins .oke to the firat whole 
some shout of all these years, Then 
came forward the pipers and wailed 
@ dirge, and the Sudanese band played 
‘Abide With Me.’ Perhaps lips did 
twitch just a Httle to see the ebony 
heathens fervently blowing out Gor- 
don’s favorite hymn; but the most 
irresistible incongruity would hardly 
have made us laugh. And there were 
those who said the cold Sirdar himself 
could hardly speak or see, as General 
Hunter and the rest stepped out and 
shook his hand. What wonder? He 
had trodden this road to Khartoum | 
for fourteen years, and he stood at 
the goal at Jast.” 

It was characteristic of so uncon- 
ventional a nature that his first step 
to fortune and greatness was a piece 
of indiscipline, He was on leave in 
Alexandria on the eve of the famous 
bombardment, and, knowing that a 
telegram recelling him tu Cyprus was 
imminent, he arranged with a friendly 
press-man to delay its reaching his 
hands until the weekly boat to Cyprus 
had g ‘e.

A PULLEY FOR 
THE KITCHEN 


Use for the stick to put the 
clothes over a 2 x 2 pole dressed 
off into octagon shape. A cotton 
clothes line answers very well for 
the rope. Get the smallest pul- 
leys to be obtained in the hard- 
ware store with hooks to screw 
into the ceiling and walls. 
rope is left long enough to let the

A SCRAP BAG 


My scrap bag used to be full 
of stocking legs; but it isn't any 
| more, not since Aunt Becky learn- 
ed that there are so many ways 
to use them, especially if they're 
silk. 
In buying stockings, as in most 
everything else, quality of texture 
ays. It pays, too, to wash often 
Then if the qual- 
ity is good to begin with, the 
stockings wear like iron, Finally, 
| when the feet wear out, amputate; 


| the lustrous silk of the legs can 


be made up in a score of ingeni- 
ous ways. Sometimes there's a 
“railroad"’ or “‘run’’ started, but 


|this can be mended, sewing in a 


straight seam on the machine, or 
by hand with the  overcasting 
stitch, on the wrong side. 

First, Aunt Becky's bag yields 
a large number of blacks, Some 
are silk all the way through the 
hems; others only two-thirds of 


|the way. Suppose she needs a 
| black petticoat, preferably’ the 
|kind with a jersey silk top. She 


selects four pairs (or more if her 
size requires) of black, all silk if 


The | did 


possible; but if not, she arrangee 
those with cotton garter tope 
where they'll be least conspicu- 
ous, The feet are cut off at the 
narrowest part of the etacking, 
the back seam opened, and the 
hem let out, if necessary, to make 
the required length. e curved 
side is straightened by cutting the 
material; then all of the eight or 
more lengths are sewed together 
with a tiny French seam, with 
particular care not to etretch it. 
The narrow ends of the pieces 
are all at the top; the wider ende 
give a flare to the bottom of the 
skirt. The center back seam is 
finished for a placket. 

If the length permite, a half- 
inch hem is taken in the top; if 
not, the entire top is faced with 
a narrow strip of the same mater- 
ial. Leaving the front two gores 
plain, elastic is inserted in the rest 
of the top hem, finishing at the 
placket with a good strong snap 
or a large hook and eye. A pleat- 
ed or gathered taffeta or messa- 
line ruffle, sixteen to eighteen 
inches wide, sewed around the 
bottom, finishes the skirt—all for 
the price of the ruffle, the elastic 
and the fastener. j 
_ And now to show you what 
can be done with boot length silk 
hose as hat trimmings. The back 
seam need not be opened, but 
should be concealed in draping; 
the narrow ends are tacked in 
place at the center front and 
hidden by a buckle or large cov- 
ered button. The silk material is 
brought along each side of the 
crown to the back, and the end 
with the cotton garter top,cut off, 
finished with a bit of silk fringe 
or pleated ribbon to match the 
color of the stocking. 

But there are other ways of 
using old silk stockings besides as 
petticoats and hat trimmings. 

In fact, wherever soft silk is 
usable, the stocking leg can be 
worked in, so save your old ones 
—long enough to make something 
useful—and your scrap bag, like 
Aunt Becky's, will be a source of 
practical economy. 


BOILED HER BABY 


Set Bath on Stove 


A young mother recently 
brought her baby to the Northern 
Central Hospital, London, and 
the medical officer on examina- 
tion found that the child was suf- 
fering from convulsions. He pre- 
scribed the necessary treatment, 
and the mother inquired as_ to 
what procedure she should adopt 
in the event of the child suffering 
from a similar attack.

SOME WELL KNOWN CANADIANS 


We who are enjoying the peace and prosperity of this coun- 
try called Canada, which we may rightly and proudly ¢all a 
nation, perhaps do not always remember the men who worked 
and thought and planned that all the complicated threads of pio- 
neering which included the courage of the missionaries; the 
Frenchman's loyalty to creed, race and language; the love of lib- 


erty of the United Empire loyalists; and many other influences 
which went to mold Canadian institutions and Canadian charac- 
ter. The men who were important in this work were called the ‘ 
Fthers of the Confederation; they were drawn together by a great 

idea, George Brown, a native of Scotland, who had made Canada 

his adopted home, was a brilliant orator and newspaper writer, 

who was already well known and exercised great influence 

through the Toronto Globe which he founded. 
Etienne Carter, a French-Canadian lawyer, used his persuasive 
powers in bringing Quebec into the union. 
knight for his services to the Empire. Sir Oliver Mowat was al- 
ready a judge and was afterwards successively Premier of his 
native Ontario for twenty-four years, a member of the Senate 
and Lieutenant-Governor of the province he had served so faith- 
Sir Charles Tupper commenced life as a physi- 
cian and practised his profession for over ten years before he 
He held important offices in the cabinet and 
in 1884 was made Lord High Commissioner for Canada in Lon- 
In 1896 he was Premier for a few months, but was de- 
feated by the Liberal party and after five years gave up all share 
He was, however, made a member of the Im- 
perial Privy Council in 1908, He died in England in 1915, at 
the age of ninety-four.

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“RUSTLING" — UNLAWFUL 
MAKING OF "MAVERICKS" 
AT ROUND-UPS —A 
RANCHER WHO PREYED 
UPON HIS NEIGHBORS— 
CATTLE THIEVES DESPER- 
ATE CHARACTERS. 


Continuing our story of last 
week regarding the operations of 
the North West Mounted Police 
in connection with cattle stealing, 
Cattle “‘rustling’’ which is the seiz- 
ure of young unbranded _ steers 
and heifers, offers many attrac- 
tions to the unscrupulous. As in 
the case of the rancher who was 
brought to justice by a Mounted 
Policeman, the ‘“‘rustler’ takes 
fewer chances than the common 
thief who relies on getting beyond 
pursuit with his booty. In com- 
pany with others he rides

Ina 
round-up of a_ rancher's cattle 
somé distance from their range, 
the new calves are branded by his 
own men who carry the straight 
iron or running brand for the pur- 
pose. 

The unlawful making of ‘mav- 
ericks” at a round-up is a question 
that has come before thé courts 
more than once. Some stock as- 
sociations hold-that an unbranded 
animal on the range is an incen- 
tive to theft, and consider they 
have a right to brand and sell the 
same for their own benefit 
without infringing any law. This 
is a point that might be conceded, 
were it not for the ease with which

“Bought it from a herder,”’ eaid 
the rancher, on being questioned 
about the matter. e next day, 
the corporal having doubts in his 
mind as to the veracity of his host, 
rode around the neighborhoed 
and could find no one who had 
s ld or given a sheep to the 
rancher. Nor did anyone admit 
having lost a colt until, a day 
later, the owner of the mare re- 
ferred to, reported that the foal 
was missing. 

“Come to S-and-So's ranch," 
said the corporal; and Rancher 
No. |, with several witnesses who 
could identify the ‘‘maverick’’ ac- 
A number 
of horses, including the mare, 
were driven into the corral, and 
the mare and foal claimed one 
another at once. Rancher No. 2 
was able to boast that he had 


been arrested previously on eight, 


different occasions and had escap- 
ed scot-free. This time, however, 
two, years in the penitentiary was 
meted out to him, 


Another method of robbery is 


for the thief to obliterate the 
brand on horse or cow and 
claim the animal as his own. In 


|one case the accused was proved 


to have heated a wagon rod ahd 
with it almost ‘entirely to have 
burnt out the old mark. By hav- 
ing and photographing the part of 
the skin thus treated the first 
brand was faintly revealed. The 


police adopted an even surer way | 


of showing up brands that have 
been removed. They kill the 
animal,'skin the part and soak the 
skin when the brands are seen to 
show clearly on the underside. 

*That these cattle thieves are 
very desperate is shown by a case 
which came under the notice of 
the American authorities some 
time ago. Three Montana ‘‘rust- 
lers’’ visited the house of a set- 
tler and carried him off into the 
district known as the ‘‘bad lands” 
where he was kept prisoner for 
twelve days. After having taken 
from him his horses, arms and 
money and subjected him to 
cruelty, they blindfolded him and 
turned him loose. The reason for 
this act was their desire to pre- 
vent the settler appearing as a 
witness against another of _ their 
party who was being tried on 
some criminal charge. 


In their supervisian of the 700

patrols were purposely made ir- 
regular, so that no “‘rustler’’ could 
be sure where at any moment a 
Red Rider might be expected.

PACIFIC FISHERIES 


It really ie a wonder that more eerious efforts are not made 
to develop the Pacific coast fisheries of Canada. The canning 
of salmon, of course, has been carried on for some time, but it 
has been done in such a wasteful manner that the more accessible 
etreame like the Fraeer, are in serious danger of depletion. Some- 
thing aleo hae been done in the halibut industry but apart from 
theae two branches of piscatorial activity the wealth of our 
Pacific seas have been practically untouched. One of the finest 
edible fishes in the world is what is known as the black Alaska 
cod, and it readily lends itself to treatment. The banke west of 
the Queen Charlotte Islande and on the northwest coast of Van- 
couver Ieland, provide these fish in abundance, yet it is the 
rarest thing in the world to find any black cod on the markets 
of inland Canadian points. 

In European sea-bound countries the herring fishing is a 
very important industry and yet we find that, although our 
Pacific waters evetywhere ewarm with these useful little fish, it 
is the rarest thing in the world to get a good kippered herring 
from British Columbia. Dealers will tell you that there are 
kippers put‘ up,‘at the Pacific coast but they are of a small size 
and poorly cured. If we do run across a decent kipper once in 
a while it invariably comés: from tHe. east. Thee reagon for this 
is not far to seek. The bays and inlets of British Columbia are 
literally alive with herring at certain seasons of the year and the 
only fishing of them is done then. It is well known that the 
herring only come in shore at spawning time when they are 
unfit for food. In the European countries, where the herring 
industry is carried on successfully, the habits of the fish are 
studied and they are always taken inthe deep sea. It seems to 


us that a tremendous source of wealth.is being neglected in this 
respect, 3 bie : 


FINANCIAL PROSPECTS 


| Canada at present is going through an inevitable period of 
readjustment, and as a result there has has been a good deal of 
disorganization of business, and in some cases real hardship.* 
ag Prices that reached artificial heights during the stress of 
| war conditions had to come down to normal levels; commodi- 
( ties in daily use had to. come to valuations that placed them 
within the reach of the ordinary householder; and there was a 
' good deal of apprehension dmongst those versed in economies 
‘ that during the readjustment period there would be a consid- 
erable dislocation of business. 


| It is true that there is and has been some hardship. The 
| banks have tightened their purse strings; there has been more 
| _unemployment than for years; and the reduction in the whole- 
| sale price of many commodities has imposed considerable hard- 

ship on many retailers who were stocked up with goods for 


which they had paid the old prices, 
Nevertheless we are weathering these conditions well. There 
have been few failures and business ‘is slowly but; surely adjust- 


ing itself upon a sounder basis than" has obtainéd for the last 
few years, 


The bond market is usually a‘good indication of general 
financial conditions and it appears to be in a fairly healthy state. 
| A few days ago a two million bond issue of the province of 
| Manitoba was placed on the market and it was at once absorbed 
ata premium, This does not look as if there was anything seri- 
| ously wrong with the money ,market, and should serve to re- 
assure those who are inclined to be pessimistic. 

The commercial and. financial life of Canada is suffering 
some inconvenience but nothing more serious.
